COMMISSIONERS FOR OATHS 

The names of all Commis 
sioners appointed by Order-in- 
Council since the province was 
formed were kept on the list, 
though probably half of them 
have ceased to act, died or 
moved away. By the new Act 
all these commissions expire on 
December 31st, 1913, so that the 
list will be cleared. Commis- 
sioners appointed after October 
25th, 1913, will hold office until 
the second 3lst day of Deeem- 
ber following appointments. 
There is no fee to pay and 25 
cents is the highest charge that 
can be made for taking an 
affidavit. 

DANGEROUS AND MISCHIEVOUS 
ANIMALS, 

On information before a 
Justice of the Peace the owner 
of any cross, dangerous, notori- 
ously breachy or mischievous 
janimal may be compelled to 
confine or restrain such animal, 
The Act applies to all animals 
from cross dogs to outlaw cat- 
tle, and should do much to pre- 
serve peace and harmony in 
local districts through the pro- 
vince. 

There is also a clause in the 
Act dealing with wild horses or 
cattle. 

THRESHERS'’ LIEN ACT 

The old Act gave to the 
thresher security on the grain 
but did not permit him to sell. 
He could simply hold the grain 
until the party paid up. 

Under the new Act— 

(1) All machines must be 
registered ; 

(2) Notice of lien shall be 
given during the threshing or 
forthwith after completion and 
the grain retained must 
separated from the rest and 
removed from the premises 
within thirty days ; 

(3) Wages for that particular 
job must be paid. 

On complying with above 
conditions thresher may re- 
tain grain, remove same, and, 
if not paid within fifteen days, 
may sell at market price, retain 
haulage and threshing account,

LAND LIKE A KING, 


French Chocolate Magvate Bought 
Territory In Gulf of St. Law- 
revice and Fell Foul of Quebee 
Government by Pjecting Fisher- 
men—He Had a Wonderful Pe 
ace In the Wilderness, 


When Iienrl Menier, the French 
chocolate king, died in Paris in Sep- 
tember, there passed away a man who, 
was more of an absolute sovereign 
over a large territory than eighteen 
or twenty of the rulers of Europe. Yet 
he was never crowned as king nor 
elected as chief executive. He sim-. 
ply owned outright in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence the beautiful Island of An- 
ticosti, 140 miles long and 27 miles 
wide, 

The area of Anticost! !s 5,780 
square miles, Menier bought it out- 
right in 1896 from the Island of Anti-' 
costi Co., Ltd., of London, a bankrupt! 
concern, The company had paid a, 
round million for it and had planned’ 
all sorts of money making things. 
that never came to pass. Menier pass- 
ed over his $160,000 and for it se- 
cured the title to the entire island, 
carrying with it the right to do there 
whatever he pleased and how and 
when he pleased. 

Menier planned improvements on a 
stupendous scale. First it was to be 
a mammoth game preserve. The Iis- 
land wilderness swarmed with red 
deer, caribou, brown bear, and red 
fox. He would make it the hunter's 
paradise. His Parisian friends hatled 
his decision with delight. But later 
his enthusiasm waned somewhat, for 
he found that while a visit to Anti- 
costi was declared to be just the right 
thing on the boulevards, when it 
came to taking the trip most of his 
companions balked at the eleventb 
hour. 

The industrial possibilities then 
seemed to dawn upon Menler. The 
adjacent waters were full of cod, her- 
ring, mackerel, sea trout, and salmon.

| And the lobsters were the best in the 
world. And the waods were full of 
fur-bearing animals that would bring 
the highest prices. Menier would 
start in making more money to add to 
the many millions he had. 

To carry on the proposed indus- 
| tries it was necessary to colonize. 
| Menier induced hundreds of families 
to emigrate to the island direct from 
| France. Then he added a number of 
French families from the Gasper dis- 
trict of Quebec. Finally, he let in 
some English and Scotch families, al- 
though he did this reluctantly, be 
cause the supply of French colonists 
{| was not sufficient to carry on the 
work planned. He could not help 
showing his French partiality, how- 
ever. 

This partiality nearly brought on a 
hot time with the Quebee Govern- 
ment. Menier ‘ssued an order that 
no workman engaged upon the island 
would be permitted to use intoxicat- 
ing beverages except the French. A 
roar of indignation went up from the 
English and Scotch. ‘hey called on 

Menier in a body, 

| He treated them with scorn, curtly 
informing them, king fashion, that it 
was his will the French should drink, 
and no others. To his associates, 
however, he stated the reason for ex- 
empting the French was that they of 
' all nations, kncw bes: how to treat 
alcohol. The English and Scotch 
workmen finally submitted, although 
there was a rumble and a grumble 
for a long time. The penalty of de- 
portation if they drank was the 
strong check on them, 

On the spot where the wreckers 
had established their lair, Menier 
built him a magnilicent mansion of an 
architectural style comporting with 
the wild scene, It was a wilderness 
palace. He drew the plans himself 
down to the smallest detail. One 
oddity of his in connection with the 
interior work was that all parts cf 
wood and iron should be screwed 
down, Not a nail or rivet was used. 

Befor his death the ruler of Anti- 
costi constructed magnificent roads 
through the forests, that, because of 
their adaptation to the many scenic 
beauties, have been declared high- 
way marvels. He built many houses 
and erected plants for the various 
industries he fostered that have no 
equal elsewhere. The lobster packing 
industry became one of the greatest 
in the world. 

Menier achieved distinction in 
many walks of life. He was an en- 
ergelic Arctic explorer and planned 
always to have his island a depot and 
fitting out place for expeditions to the 
frozen north. He was a photograph- 
er of rare ability «nd an expert and 
daring yachtsman. H's great fortune 
had been made in chocolate, Distin- 
guished as he was in many ways, and 
honored by his country, bis most 
striking accomplishment was the rul- 
ing and development of bis island 
{ kingdom, the wilderness of Anticosu

WESTERN STATES. 
AND FACTORIES 


Industrial Development Which Is Sure 
to be Duplicated In the Cana- 
dian West 

Many Canadian writerr and public 
speakers have asserted that conditions 
in Western Canadian provinces to-day 
with respect to the manufacturing in- 
dustry are almost identical with those 
that prevailed in the Middle Western 
United States a generation ago and it 
is predicted that industrial develop- 
ment in Western Canada in the next 
generation will duplicate that of the 
Western States in the last thirty 
years. Wifty years ago there was 
practically no manufacturing west of 
the Atlantic States, but to-day Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Indiana, Illinois and 
neighboring states are in the forefront 
in manufacturing. The following ex- 
tracts from the United States census 
of 1910 are significant of what is in 
store for the Canadian West. 

“Milwaukee, with a population of 
873,857, is the only city in the state 
of Wisconsin having a population 
of over 60,000, but 17 cittes, 
Superior, Racine, Oshkosh, La 
Crosse, Sheboygen, Madison, Green 
Bay, Kenosha, Fond ud Lac, Eau 
Claire, Appleton, Wausau, Beloit, 
Marinette, Janesville, Manitowoc and 
Ashland have a population of over 
10,000 but less than 560,000. These 
18 cities contain 32.8 per cent. of the 
total population of the state, and 
were credited with 61.8 per cent. of 
the total value of its manufactures 
in 1909. Only 10.8 per cent. of the 
population of the state in 1909 re 
sided in cities having between 2,500 
and 10,000 inhabitants. 

“While Wisconsin is largely an 
agricultural state, the advance in the 
relative importance of its manufac- 
turing industries, as measurcd by 
value of products, has been marked. 
In 1849 it ranked nineteenth among 
the states in this respect, while in 
1909 it occupied eighth place. Dur- 
ing 1849 the manufacturing industries 
of the state gave employment to an 
average of 6,089 wage earners, repre 
senting 2 per cent. of the total popu- 
lation, as against an average of 182,583 
wage earners, or 7.8 per cent. of the 
total population in 1909. During this 
period the gross value of products per 
capita of the total population of the 
state increased from $30 to $253. The 
proportion which the manufactures of 
Wisconsin represented of the total 
value of the products of manufactur- 
ing industries in the United States 
was nine-tenths of 1 per cent, in 1849 
as against 2.9 per cent. in 1909.”

LOW RECORD 
FOREST FIRES 


— 


The lowest level of forest fire 
loss on record in Canada was 
reached last year on Dominion 
Forest Resérves in Western 
Canada. From the first of Ap- 
ril to the end of September sev- 
eral of these reserves escaped 
without a single fire over ten 
acres in extent, the small fires 
that did occur being extinguish- 
ed by the rangers before occas- 
ioning any damage to standing 
iimber. On the Rocky Moun- 
tains Forest Reserve, which 
has an area of 13,373,856 acres, 
the fire loss amounted to but 
1,150 acres of young timber of 
only potential value and $150 
worth of mature timber. The 
total area burnt over, more 
than half of which was cut- 
over or grass land, was but 
3,010 acres, representing only 
0.02 per cent. of this reserve. 
On the Dominion Forest Re- 
serves in British Columbia, 
which have a total area of 2,- 
420,480 acres not a single fire 
succeeded in spreading over a 
larger area than ten acres, and 
the only green timber injured 
by fire was four acres of young 
lodgepole pine. The records 
are not yet complete for Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba, but 
the available figures compare 
very favourably with the ones 
cited. The above figures also 
compared favourably with cor- 
responding ones on the Nation- 
al Forests of the United States 
where the area burned in 1913, 
although the smallest in recent 
years, was somewhat over 0.03 
per cent. of the total reserved 
area, 

In the Fire Districts on Dom- 
inion Crown Lands in the west 
patrolled by Dominion fire 
rangers the loss occasioned by 
forest fires last season is also 
remarkably small, nor is this 
due wholly to the large amount 
of rain which fell last summer 
in the west, for there were also 
several dry spells when fre- 
quent fires occured, which only 
the fire-rangers prevented from 
occasioning large losses. In 
the Coast Fire Ranging Dis- 
trict, B. C., which being situat- 
edin the Railway belt is ad- 
ministered by the Dominion 
Forestry Branch, during June 
and July and August no _ less 
than 110 fires occured, yet all of 
these fires were extinguished 


by the fire-rangers before any | 
standing timber was destroyed. |

The winners have to be pro- 
nounced sound and free from 
hereditary disease by the official 
veterinarian, and must be reg- 
istered or eligible for registra- 
tion in the English, American 
or Canadian Shire Horse Stud 
Books. These splendid cups 
will undoubtedly be the means 
of bringing out the best show 
of Shire horses, ever seen in 
Western Canada} The action 
of the Shire Horbe Society in 
selecting the spring show at 
Calgary as the place for these 
cups to be competed for in 1914 
is very much appreciated,

ESCAPES FROM 
POLICE STATION 


Winnipeg, Jan, 10, — John 
Krafchenko, one of the most 
notorious and desperate char- 
acters of Western Canada, es- 
eaped from the central police 
cells at 2.20 this morning, with 
the aid of revolvers and a rope 
secreted on his person, and a 
high-powered waiting automo- 
bile. 

After being committed yes- 
terday to stand trial at Morden 
on the charge of murdering H. 
M. Arnold, manager of the Bank 
of Montreal at Plum Coulee, 
Manitoba, Krafchenko was tak- 
en to what is known as “The 
Old Kitchen,” on the second 
floor of the police station. Con- 
stables Flower and Reed were 
the guards placed in charge of 
the prisoner. 

About 2.20, Krafchenko com- 
menced promenading the room 
nervously, while the two police 
officers sat on the two beds in 
the cell. Still the prisoner did 
not appear downcast and pre- 
served his “nerve” to a remark- 
able degree. Suddenly Kraf- 
chenko walked to the end of 
room as far away from the 
guards as possible. Then came 
the climax. 

Wheeling around suddenly 
and grinning, he presented a 
revolver to the eyes of the as- 
tonished guards. The grin van- 
ished and in its place came an 
expression of desperate resolve, 
and Krafchenko spoke low and 
deliberately, backing towards 
the window and freedom. 

He.ordered the guards into 
a closet and demanded the key
